But the Japanese Press is not so rellcent 
‘The “Yomiuri Shimbun” reading between the 
lines of the speech professed that by” his 
"bombast of words,” Mr. Churchill, “wanted 
tovhide before the world Britain's fear of 
Japan. The world was. greatly amused that 
Britain today was stil pretending to be the 
rong man® Tt ie'by writing nonsense, tke 
this that the Japanese newspapers, such as 
the “Yomiuri Shimbun,” render, stich grave 
Asserviees to Japan. Tt is always unwise to 
Underestimate the potentiality of a possible 
enemy, and it would be as well for certain 
Sections of Japan to realize that the Japanese 
have never been called upon to fight a really 
first-class. Power. It is to be hoped for the 
sake of Japan that she will never be obliged 
to. It is known that Britain now is stronger 
than’ she was when she entered this war.

It follows that the unrest in the Far East 
is the fault of Japan and Japan alone. It! 
also follows that, if the situation gets worse, 
that will only be becausé of Japanese action, 
and it would be as well for Japanese editorial 
writers always to bear in mind that there are 
limits to Japanese aggression the passing of 
which will inevitably invoke counter-action.

A REVELATION 
Aug. 28. 


One of the most interesting and important 
features of the diplomatic exchanges between 
Great Britain, Russia and Iran prior to the’ 
invasion of the last named is the Soviet 
explanatory note. Therein is.to be found an 
‘exposé of German activities in Iran in which 
chapter and verse are quoted. ‘The similarity 
between the allegations which the Soviet) 
makes in this connection, and those which 
have been published concerning the activities 
of fifth columnists in Japan, indicate that in 
all countries which the Nazis have penetrated, 
or are penetrating by fraud, the general pla 
fs in each case identical.’ During the last 
three months at almost ‘monthly’ intervals| 
Soviet Russia has warned the Iran Govern- 
ment of the coup d'état which the German 
agents in the country were plotting as 
‘well as the sabotage activities they contem-| 
plated taking against the Russian rear in the 
Caucasus. Whether because of German pres- 
‘sure or complete inability to believe that the 
Nazi agents would prove so treacherous, the| 
Iran Government turned a deaf ear to all’ 
representations. 


‘There was, therefore, no alternative but 
for Russia and Great Britain to take such 
action as would forestall the German plot| 
and the Iranians will probably have cause’ 
for thanksgiving in the future that the two 
allies moved with such despatch and resolu- 
tion. The Soviet case is that throughout 
Tran German agents were accumulating 
dumps of arms and munitions against the 
time when they could seize the government 
‘of Iran on the one hand, and carry out, 
Aestructive operations against the Russian 
rear in the Caucasus on the other. The| 
territory of Iran was to be exploited by the 
Germans in such a manner as to constitute| 
a grave danger to the defence of the USSR. 
Coincident with these Soviet representations, 
Great Britain acted similarly, and quite some 
time ago the Iran Government was warned. 
that the activities of the Germans in Iran 
constituted an important menace to, the 
interests of both countries. while Iran itself 
was threatend with a political upset. In the 
cireumstances if Britain and Russia had 
remained inactive they would have been| 
guilty of grave and stupid negligence. 

The Russian Government scems to be on 
better legalistic ground in this matter than 
is Great Britain. Contending that the con- 
ditions prevailing in Iran constituted a grave 
danger ‘to Russia, and imposed upon its 
Government the need for appropriate action, 
the Soviet availed itself of Article 6 of the 
Soviet-Iran Treaty of 1921, and sent troops 
into Iranian territory for a temporary. 
‘occupation with a view to safeguarding the 
security of the U.SS.R. Whether the whole 
‘Treaty or merely this article was secret, it 
is reported that its publication now has 
created a sensation in Turkey, where it is 
claimed that its existence may'have an it 
portant effect upon Turkey's position with 




















regard to certain commitments that country 
hhas entered into. Be that as it may, the fact 
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remains that Russia is on remarkably, firm 
ground in taking a step, the possibility of 
Which was recognized twenty years ago, and 
Which was then fully provided for. “There 
feannot be the slightest doubt either as to 
the necessity for, or propriety of the Russian 
action, + 

‘While mo such documentary Justification 
exists, in the case of Great Britain the argu- 
ment is advanced, with every confidence in 
{ts soundness, that Britain was compelled to 
‘take parallel’ action with Russia in. defence 
‘of her own interests. Those are important 
in Iran and the British Government would 
have been the target of very severe criticism 
the world over if it had refrained from taking 
steps to ensure their full protection. Hitler 
must be forestalled wherever that is possible, 
The Germans cannot with any justice com- 
plain at what has been done, for without 
any reason whatever they did’ worse things 
in Scandinavia and the Low Countries. ‘The 
British acted firmly in Syria and Iraq but it 
is to their credit that they did it with a 
minimum of that bloodshed in which the 
Nazis so patently revel. ‘The same, it is con= 
Adently expected, will’ prove to be the case 
in Tran 0 which will have been brought 
security such as the Nazis never confer, and 
the certainty that, when Germany has been 
defeated, she will regain her full indepen 
dence, freed from the Nazi infestation which 
‘could’ only have done her harm, 














_THE RUSSIAN FRONT 


Aug. 29. 

While news from the Russian front is 
scarce, with the Russians more than usually 
reticent, indleations are that the Germans 
have been making. some progress, though 
painfully slow, in the direction of Leningrad. 
‘The slowness’ is to be attributed on one 
hand to the stubborn resistance of the 
Russians, who are Sighting every inch of 
the way, and on the other to the difficulty 
of the terrain, and the need for the Germans 
fo move up large numbers of men and very 
substantial equipment over long distances. 
1t is apparent that the further the Germans 
Penetrate into Russia the more dificult does 
the problem of the maintenance of lengthy 
communications become, and it is expected 
that with the advent of’ the autumnal rain: 
which will render the earth soggy, the diff 
culties of the Germans will become all the 
greater. ‘There is every indication that 
Leningrad will be defended to the last and 
oll reports indicate that the possibility of a 
‘successful defence is not lightly to be dis- 
counted. 


Further ‘south, the Germans, striking at 
Velikilugi, succeeded in capturing this im- 
Portant station on the Riga-Moscow railway. 
It is in this area that the junction of the 
armies of Marshal Voroshilov and Marshal 
‘Timoshenko occurs and it would be a natur 
thing for the Germans to attempt to drive a 
wedge between the two. ‘Though the German, 
command claims to have inflicted heavy 
casualties and to have taken a large number 
of prisoners, it is significant that they do 
not say they have separated the two armies, 
and it'is fo be assumed that, despite German 
efforts, the front in that area remains intact, 
‘The German left arm of the anti-Ukraine 
pineer-movement in the neighbourhood of 
Gomel appears, according to some observers, 
to have sustained a considerable revers 
a result of the determined Russian counter- 
offensive, and, at any rate for the time being, 
the German’ drive on towards Briansk, 
Kharkov and the Don basin has been 
frustrated. “It is interesting to note that the 
German claim to have captured Dniepro- 
petrovsk has not yet been admitted by the 
Russians, and, as the Germans have made 0 
many claims ‘which have been proved to be 
false, judgment in this particular ease needs 
to be suspended. 


It is also reported that the German drive

From the map it is clear that the Germans 
have made ess. progress in. this onslaught 
than in either of the two which preceded 
it, and, it is doubtful whether they will be 
able to launch another before weather 
conditions come to the assistance of the 
Russians. Indeed it may not now be long 
before rains hamper operations. throughout 
the whole of the northern front, in which 
event the chances are that the Germans will 
@evote more attention to the Ukraine in 
{hetr endeavours to secure the passage of tho 

mnieper. 


‘The general impression to be gained from 
the reports which have come to hand is that 
the Russians have done excellently in hold~ 
ing the German onslaught in the manner 
they have, and assuming the counter-offens~ 
ive which’ has wrought so much destruction 
fon the enemy. Clearly the German plans 
have gone woefully astray, and only by 
superhuman efforts, and extraordinary good 
fortune can they now hope to make up for 
the large amount of time they have lost and 
the disruption of their plans, Hitler had 
hoped to be able to complete his campaign 
‘against Russia before the advent of winter, 
but the chances are that, unless something 
untoward occurs, he will be bogged down, 
and will have to fight under conditions to 
which the Russians are accustomed’ and the 
Germans not. On the cther hand st would 
be unwise to expect a repetition of the fate 
which befell Napoleon's army, for communica~ 
tions, despite bad going, will still be swifter 
than'they were in those ‘days.

{hat their complacency has sustained a severe 
shook. 

Tt is considered probable that, though the 
new Iran Government is prepared to be more 
amenable than its predecessor, the occupa~ 
{ion of the country will continge until it has 
been completed. in the interest of the Rus- 
sian defence of their territory it is essential 
that their rear, nemely. the Caucasus, shall 
be protected, and the best means of securing 
that is for the union of Betish ‘ond, Russian 
armies in Tran to stop any possiblity of a 
German drive through Turkey. The attitude 
of that. country remains still somewhat ob- 
Seure. Pressure ‘is being brought to. bear 
at Ankara by the Germans either to secure 
Certain advantages, such as, occupation of 
‘Turkish Black Sea’ ports, or to prevail upon 
the Turkish ‘Government to. abandon its neu- 
tratily'in favour of Germany, Of one thing 
the ‘Turks may be certain. Neither Britain 
nor Russia desire anything but that Turkey 
shall be able to remain ‘neutral. ‘They will 
certaifly ‘not attack her, for, obviously, the 
fewer commitments of that ‘sort they have 
the better ‘are. they ‘placed. Diplomatically 
they maybe able to support Turkey in her 
desire to keep out of the war, but It has to be 
admitted that the Germans’ are in such a 
position in the Balkans that the pressure they 
Gan bring to bear at Ankara is very consider~ 
able. B 

‘One thing is cerlain. ‘The Allied occupa 
tion of Tran unlike the German occupation 
‘of so many" small countries does not ‘mean 
the end of franian independence. That both 
Great Britain and Russia have guaranteed 
hier, and neither of those two countries have 
yet’ acquired the reputation for ying. and 
fraud which Hiller has succeeded in buliding 
up for the ‘Nazis. Further, Britain is doing 
{or Tran what Germany will not, or cannot 
do for the countries she has overrun, namely 
providing foodstuffs for a hungry population 
forced to go short by reason of the iniquitous 
sale of the domestic production of Iran. to 
the Germans at high prices by the preceding 
Government. “Here again as in Syria. the 
democracies aro showing to occupied Burope 
the reality of their promise to feed it direct 
Germany has been defeated.

BATTLE FOR VICTORY 
Sept, 2. 

The Foreign Secretary, Mr. Anthony 
Eden, in a speech at Coventry drew an im- 
portant distinction between “the battle 
for survival and the battle for victory. If 
there is no relaxation of effort, it is now| 
almost certain that the British Empire and 
her allies. will win the battle for survival. In. 
this struggle the Russians are playing an 
enormous part, and the heroism being shown 
along the huge front from the Arctic to the 
Black Sea has excited the world’s admira-| 
tion to almost the same extent as has the 
couraye with which the British people have 
fought back the Nazi attempts. to. destroy 
their -cities and homes by indiscriminate 
bombing. “But the battle for survival is only 
‘one stage in the conflict, It is leading up 
to the battle for vietory, of which it is the 
Srst act, The Germans started this war with 
the great advantage of preparedness. Wing 
Commander L. V. Fraser, whose’ special 
message to the “North-China Dally News” 
‘was published in Sunday's issue, made this 
Point clear so far as the Royal Ait Force was 
concerned. ‘The same holds true for the 
army, though fortunately for the British 
Empite, the navy was stronger, more modern, 
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‘and more efficient than’ that of the enemy. 
‘The firs task of the Allies has been. to bring, 
the odds to something more equal, “This hag 
entailed great deeds in active service ‘against 
the enemy and as great-deeds in the factories 
at Home, the importance of whose production. 
Eps Sete brouaht out, "The services mast 

‘as well equipped as the enemy they have| 
to defeat, and thanks tothe work put. in| 
by the men and women at the Jathes of the 
Empire, and thanks tothe assistance of the 
United States, the forces of Democracy 
well on the way to achieving this aim. 
| Mr, Eden was quite right in calling atten- 
tion to the fact that the wider the. spread 
of the war, the greater the Tesponsibitities of 
the “producers. ‘become. “The enorm 2s 
‘wastage of material and munitions in Russia 
has to be made good, and the Russian 
dustrial “machine, a.’ comparatively recent 
growth, has to be reinforced by the industrial 
Machines of other countries struggling by her 
side. Planes and bombs, guns and. shells, 
{anks and ammunition. must be supplied to 
the Soviet forces as quickly as they can bet 
‘and at the same time there must be as little 
Sihekening off in the supplies to" the British 
‘and Allied forces in these same necessities as 
possible. ‘This will call for a titanic effort on| 
{he part of the workers Jn the countries which 
hhave espoused the cause of freedom. As Mr. 
Eden’s speech revealed, the need is under= 
stood. in. Great. Britain, and. President 
Roosevelt's Labour Day taik made the same 
point to the workers of the United ‘States.

THE NEW LONDON

Our’ brave 
frlend ‘and defender (Great Britain) 
had rushed to the rescue, but it was 
too late to give the victim her 
effective help.
